"This demand had no effect, and 


the bandits took the dynamite poles 
from our hands and 
placed 
them 


against the door of the 
car, 
after 


lighting long fuses. .We were ordered 
back to the engine and to stay there 
with tbe bandits until the dynamite 
blew the door open. 


As soon as the sound of the ex- 


plosion had died away. I was ordered 
to go ahead of the party, back toward 
the car. 
Instead of obeying orders, 


I stepped behind a rather 
slender 


man, one of the bandits, and the fire- 
man followed me.

St. Petersburg, Sept 24.—The Rus- 


sian government has issued an offi- 
cial note reiterating that the attitude 
of the powers in regard to the Austro- 
Russian reform scheme, for Macedo- 
nia is unchanged, and that, conse- 
quently neither Turkey or Bulgaria 
can expect support from any quarter 
in the event of open or secret resist- 
ance to that scheme. 


The government, after pointing out 


that the suggested reforms were at 
tbe outset attended with good results, 
continues: 


"These, however did not satisfy the 


Macedonian committees 
which have 


sprung up in the slave states. The 
probability which had become appar- 
ent that the 
Christian 
population 


would calm down under tbe influence 
of reforms deprived these committees 
of 
all 
favorable 
ground 
for 
the 


realization 
of 
tneir 
revolutionary 


plans. While proclaiming that their 
object was the protection of their co- 
religionists against Turkish opposi- 
tion these committees in reality seek 
to attain their selfish aim of modify- 
ing the administration system in the 
province so as to convert it into a 
Bulgarian Macedonia, to the detriment 
of the rights and privileges 
of

other Christian peoples, whose interest 
is equally dear 10 orthodox Russia.

among the non-Bulgarlau element in 
Macedonia they exerted themselves to 
raise a general insurrection by cruel 
outrages and terrorism in order to 
hinder the introduction of tfce project- 
ed reforms. Unhappily in spite of the 
efforts of the Soflan government the 
Macedonian agitation spread consid- 
erably in Bulgaria itself, finding sup- 
port among those who mistakenly

caused would compel Russia to aiter 
her program and proclaim herself the 
champion of the unrealizable plans of 
the leaders of the revolution.

fatal conception against which Rus- 
sia 
gave incessant 
warnings

brought upon the Christians in the 
Turkish villayets grievous oppression 
which will only end when the incur- 
sion of insurgents trom Bulgaria and 
the revolutionary activity of the com- 
mittees cease. Not until then can the 
application of the reforms needed by 
the population anu by which they will 
be protected from Turkish atrocities, 
be insisted upon, the most energetic 
endeavors having failed to allay the 
fanaticism of the Musslemans." 


"In view of thickening complica- 


tions the Russian and Austrian gov- 
ernments have reiterated their views 
to this effect, both at 
Sofia and at 


Constantinople, and actine on sunres- 
tion of Austria, all the governments of 
the powers who signed the treaty of 
Berlin, have instructed their repre- 
sentatives at Turkey and Bulgaria to 
emphasize their full unanimity in the 
Austro-Russian work of pacifying the 
Balkans so

to make a declaration to the govern- 
ni*ntfl of Turkey and Uulgarta as fol- 
lows:

"The imperial government hopes
